2. - The infantry forces of the Haitian Army together with the national 
Security Volunteers ( Tfolontaires de la Se'curite Rationale - V5N) are placed 
on alert status-

. ; Hie offer of military cooperation contained in these decisions has been 
transmitted to the appropriate United States military authorities for 
evaluation of- the manner in which it can best be utilized, to further our 
common objectives • It is my understanding: that matters of timing and other 
details relating to this most effective utilisation' will be made known 
through. military channels in due course. Meanwhile, permit me to recall 
ay suggestion during our conversation in your office on October 26% that 
it will be most essential for the Chief of the United States Naval Mission 
here. Colonel Robert Heinl, who is my senior military adviser, to maintain 
Closest relations with the Chief of Staff of the Armed Forces of Haiti, 
Brigadier General Constant, during this critical period. 

It has been most helpful for our common purposes that the Haitian 
Government has not only employed/the usual diplomatic channels for notify- 
ing my Government of these decisions and for notifying: the Chairman of the 
Provisional Organ of Consultation of the Council of the Organization of 
American States of its actions, in accordance with Paragraph 4 of the Resolu- 
tion of October 23 / 1962) but- that it has also issued a public statement 
on the subject.
